CLOTHING AND PAPERS 
TO BE BURNED IN PRISON 

Auburn, N. Y., October 28.—Leon F. 
Czolgosz will have paid tribute with his 
life to the law as the murderer of Jres- 
ident Willlam McKinley by 7:15 o'clock 
tomorrow morning, and unless he under- 
gces great change of heart and strength 
in the few hours of life left to him he will 
go to the electric chair unconfersed and 
unrepentant. He suffered a slight ner- 
‘yous attack late today, but remained sul- 
jen.and stoical up to the time the prison 
closed at 10 o'clock. He refused to heed 
ithe words of the priests, who came to 
urge spiritual preparation for death, and 
‘declined to elther reembrace Roman Ca- 
itholicism or renounce anarchy. 

; Hence unless he changes his mind there 
will be no religious ceremony at the end. 
‘Czolgosz showed no strength of love for 
ikin, nor did he turn to any of those 
higher considerations which ordinarily 
jclaim the thoughts of men occupying his 
pposition. He may have suffered untold 
\torture, but outwardly he seemed sullen 
land indifferent. The state is not to sur- 
jrender possession of his body, and by 
isundown it will have been secretly in- 
terred in ground controlled by the offi- 
}clals of Auburn prison. 

| Waldeck Czolgosz, brother of the mur- 
iderer, foreseeing endless difficulties and 
possibly angry demonstrations as the re- 

t of an attempt to give the body ordi- 
nary burial, heeded the advice of Super- 
ntendent of State Prisons Collins and 
a Mead, and formally relinquished 
all claim to it. He merely stipulates that 
lat the close of the autopsy all parts of the 
body should be buried. All chance of en 
junhappy and unfavorable sequel to the 
execution either in displays or popular 
}eontempt or the exhibition of ghastly 
,Telics is therefore finally prevented. 

The plan of burning his clothing and 
‘fapers will be carried out immediately 
,after the execution. 
| The electrical machine is ready for its 
work; Auburn prison is carefully guarded; 
the city is in its normal] calm, and there 
seems to be no circumstances standing in 
the way of the successful and expeditious 
execution of the law. 

Superintendent Collins has received a 
telephone message from the chief of police 
of Cleveland announcing that the father 
of the convicted man had signed an 
agreement similar to the one signed bv 
the brother here this evening, giving the 
prison authorities the disposal of the 
body. 

The prison was absolutely quiet at 10 
o'clock. A little crowd that had gathered 
about the main entrance_at dusk quickly 
dispersed without any ‘suggestion from 
police or guards. The superintendent and 
warden retired at 10 o’clock with the an- 
nouncement that there would be nothing 
given out and that no one would enter or 
leave the prison before tomorrow morn- 
ing. Before the superintendent retired the 
death watch reported to him that Czol- 
g0sz was sleeping ‘soundly. Besides the 
two regular men on the death watch in 
the corridor an additional guard sat in 
Czolgosz’s cell tonight. 

CORPSE OF THE ASSASSIN 
TO BE BURIED IN PRISON 

The body of Leon Czolgosz, the mur- 
derer of President McKinley, will not 
be removed from Auburn. Superintend- 
€nt of State Prisons Cornelius V. Collins 
and Warden J. Warren Mead, after hours 
of xontroversy with Czolgosz’s brother, 
succeeded in obtaining from him the fo 
lowing relinguishment of the family 
claims to the remains when the execu- 
tioner shall have finished his work: 

“Auburn, N. Y., October 28, 1901.—J. 
Warren Mead, Agent and Warden, Au- 
burn- Prison—I hereby authrize you, as 
Warden of Auburn prison, to dispose of 
the body of my brother, Leon F. Czol- 
g0sz, by burying it in the cemetery at- 
, teched to the prison, as provided by the 
‘law of the state of NeW York. 

“This request is made upon the express 
understanding that no part of the remains 
will be given to any person or society. 
but that the entire body will be buried 
in accordance with the law in the ceme- 


tery attached to the prison 
“WALDECK CZOLGOSZ. 


“Witnesses: 

“JOHN A. SLEICHER, 
“GEORGE E. GRAHAM.” 

The resolution of Superintendent Col- 
lins to prevent sensationalism in_ the 
transportation and burial or cremation 
of the body of Czolgosz took new zest 
from two offers that were submitted to- 
day by men of questionable enterprise. 
A museum keeper in one of the larger 
€astern cities telegraphed him an offer 
of $5,000 spot cash for either the body or 
the garments of the murderer, and the 
Owner of a kinetoscope wired Warden 
Mead that he would pay $2,000 for per- 
Mission to take a moving picture of Czol- 
g0sz entering the death chamber. The 
fuperintendent also had his suspicions 
aroused as to the motives of some.of the 
relatives of Czolgosz in seeking the body 
in view of their poverty and the trouble 
and danger possible in connection with its 
removal and disposal.

WITH CURSES FOR PRIESTS 
CZOLGOSZ GOES TO DEATH 


Buffalo, N. Y., October 28.—Czolgosz held 
his last two imterviews tonight, the 
with Superintendent Collins and the sec- 
ond with his brother and brother in law. 
Both of the interviews were brief and the 
interviewers did most of the talking until 


the question of religion was mentioned, 
when Czolgosz broke from his seeming 
lethargy and violently denounced the 


church and the clergy and made his rela- 
tives promise that there should be no ser- 
vice for him living or dead. 

Prior to the late evening interviews 
Czolgosz reluctantly received Fathers 
Fudzinski and Hickey. 

When they reached the prison Superin- 
tendent Collins coftveyed the request for 
an interview to the prisoner, Czolgosz 
sent back word that he did not care to 
see them, but the priests asked to see 
him despite his refusal. Superintendent 
Collins consented and personally escorted 
them -to the cell. The priests remained 
with Czolgosz for three-quarters of an 
hour and earnestly pleaded with the pris- 
oner to repent and pray for dfvine for- 
giveness. He rejected all their advances, 
however, and they regretfiJly withdrew. 
told the prisoner they would hold 
themselves ready to answer a call from 
him at any hour of the night. It was 7 
o'clock when Superintendent Collins went 
into the death house and tried to get the 
prisoner to talk to him. Although he re- 
mained in the cell some time, he was ap- 
parently not successful in getting any- 
thing material from him. 

At 8 o’clock the brother and brother in 
law arrived and Superintendent Collins 
took them down to the condemned man’s 
cell. There was no demonstration when 
they met. Czolgosz merrily stepped to the 
front of his steel cage and said: 


“Hello.”’ 

The brother ventured the remark: 

“T wish you would tell us, Leon, who 
got you into this scrape?” 

The assassin answered in a slow, hesi- 
tating manner: 


‘“‘No one. Nobody had anything to do

“That is not how you were brought up,”’ 
said the brother, ‘and you ought to tell 
us everything now.’”’ 

“I haven’t got anything to tell,” 
answered in a surly manner, 

“Do you want to see the priests again?” 
asked his brother, and he answered with 
more vehemence than he had previously 
shown: 

“No, damn them; don’t send them here 
again; I don’t want them.” 

The brother in law interjected here: 

“That's right, Geon.’’ 

The brother looked rather disturbed by 
the answer. Then, stepping up close to 
the bars, the condemned man said: 

“And don't you have any praying over 
when I’m dead. I don't want it. I

RELATIVES OF CZOLGOSZ 
TO ATTEND THE BURIAL 

Collins then told him that he did not 
believe it could be removed without se- 
rious trouble and strongly advised him 
against the attempt. The plan to take it 
to Buffalo, where Czolgosz had assassi- 
nated the president, he regarded as par- 
ticularly dangerous. Collins discussed the 
matter from the standpoint of the Czol- 
gosz family, and said they would surely 
avcid serious annoyance and possibly vio- 
lence by consenting to burial here. He 
assured Waldeck Czolgosz that he and 
the family could attend, that they would 
be protected, and that the body would ke 
given decent burial. Czolgosz was obdu- 
rate, however, and Collins finally told 
him that if there was a well grounded 
suspicion as to the motive in claiming 
the body he would refuse to surrender 't, 
law or no law. Czolgosz then seemed in- 
clined to give in and went with the super- 
intendent to the office of Warden Mead, 
where a paper relinquishing all claim 
upon the body was drawn up. While’ it 
was being prepared Collins called up the 
whief of police of Cleveland and asked 
him to discuss the matter with Czolgosz, 
Sr. Collins asked that the situation be 
fairly stated to the father, and that if he 
agreed a telegram of ‘relinquishment be 
signed by him at once. 

The Cleveland police expressed the 
hope that the body would never be sent 


that city. 
OW hen the superintendent submitted the 


instrument relinquishing all claim to the 
body to Czolgosz he refused to sign it 
until he had an opportunity to advise 
with Waldeck Thomas Bandowski, his 
brother in law, who was the leader in 
the plan to secure the body. He prom- 
ised a final answer at 7 o'clock, when 
he was to call with Bandowski for a final 
visit to the condemned man. Collins 
agreed to send for him, but would not let 
the brother leave the prison. Finally he 
was, at 6 o'clock, informed that the peo- 
ple at the Buffalo cfematory would not 
accept the body, and Superintendent Col- 
lins at once pointed out to him that he 
would have the body on his hands. At 
a few minutes past 6 he agreed to sign, 
and it was at once decided to bury the 
body in the prison, The agreement pro- 


hibits any portion of the body being re- 
moved from the prigon and this will be 
stréctly enforced. 


ASSASSIN TURNED BACK 
ON PRIESTS WHO CAME 

Czolgosz suffered a slight nervous at- 
tack late this afternoon, but the prison 
officials did not regard it in the light of a 
breakdown and adhered to the belief that 
he will go unfalteringly to the chair and 
death. 

Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald and Prison 
Physician Gerin visited the cell at 6 
o'clock. They found the prisoner suffer- 
ing from extreme nervousness that man- 
ifested itself in dilated eyes and free 
flowing perspiration. When they finished 
the examination the prisoner turned sul- 
lenly from them and retired into the 
corner of his cell, refusing to talk. They 
gave him no treatment and were of the 
opinion that while he was very nervous, 
he did not show signs of absolute col- 
lanse. 

Czolgosz had just concluded a lengthy 
interview with Fathers Fudzinski and 
Hickey. There had been considerable 
traffic in the corridor leading to the 
death chamber, and the prison officials 
were inclined to ascribe the disturbance 
of the prisoner to these circumstances. 

Aside from the break at nightfall, 
Czolgosz spent his last day of life much 
as he did all the others since he passed 
into the hands of the law. 

The approach of death seemed to 
awaken no greater consciousness of his 
position. He again turned his back up- 
on the priests who came to urge him 
to confess and repent, and was undem- 
onstrative in the presence of those of 
his kin who came to say a last farewell 
to’ him. 

IN THE SHADOW OF DEATH 
HIS APPETITE IS GOOD 


When alone with his guards he re- 
mained silent and passed the time either 
lying on his bunk or in slowly pacing up 
and down the cell. He talked when ad- 
dressed to those admitted near his cell, 
but with his old deliberation and slow- 
ness. If he knew strong emotion at any 
time he was successful in concealing it 
from those who watched him. 

The prison guards combatted the sug- 
gestion that. his stolidity was a daze 
of fear and that the hour of execution 
would find him helplessly broken down.

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STARVING WOMAN CLAIMS

New York, October 28.—(Special.)—Mrs.

DAMAGE TO SPANISH FLEET 
INFLICTED BY BROOKLYN 

The admiral then spoke of the hits on 
the Spanish squadron. The Brooklyn, he 
testified, was the only ship carrying 5- 
inch guns. A record of the hits received 
by the enemy showed that 36 per cent of 
the hits scored by the American fleet 
came from these guns on the Brooklyn.

‘Eleven Negroes and Three White 


Men Are Shot to Death in 
Washington Parish, La, 


BURNING A RAPIST 
IS SAID 10 BE CAUSE 
UF RACE COLLISION 


Fight Occurred at a Negro Camp 
Meeting—Immediate Cause Was 
the Attempt To Arrest 
Negro Running “Blind 
Tiger’—Troops Have 
Been Called For. 


Amite City, La., October 2%.—Three 
white men and eleven negroes killed is 
the startling and terrible news from 
Washington parish tonight. This cor- 
respondent has just conversed with a 
man from Franklinton and he confirms 
the above information, but he knows 
nothing of what has happened since yes- 
terday evening. 

The first news of the race riot was 
brought here today by Cornelius Mixon, 
who, with his mother, left from near 
Franklinton this morning. He states that 
white men rode into Franklinton at 2 
o’clock this morning asking for help, say- 
ing that the negroes were up in arms 
threatening to exterminate the whites. 
The scene of the trouble is at or near 
Balitown, where a negro was burned last 
week for criminally assaultfhg a white 
woman. This was not the cause, how- 
ever, of the murders yesterday, in which 
three white men and eleven negroes were 
killed and several wounded. Mr. Mixon 
saw and talked with many men from the 
scene and they said that worse trouble 
Was expected today, as armed men were 


flocking to the scene and it was reposted 


the blacks were equally active in pre- 
paring for a battle. 
FIVE HUNDRED MEN BUSH 
TO THE SCENE OF TROUBLE 
P. B. Carter arrived from Franklinton 


a little after dark tonight and said that. 
the situation was terrible. He said Joe. 


Seals and Charles Elilott and another 
white man, whose name he did not know, 
were dead and E. H. Thompson, a white 
man, wounded, and eleven negroes were 
dead. His information was up to last 
night and was obtained from people who 
went to Franklinton for help. At 3 
o’clock this morning a posse left Frank-

armed men were husrying to the same 
place. Mr. Carter said that probably 506 
men were under arms today itn Washing- 
ton parish. The trouble occurred at a 
negro camp meeting and the origin, as 
near as can be ascertained, was as fol- 
lows: 

Crea Lott, a negro, was running a re- 
freshment stand and a constable, a white 


man, went to him and asked for his i. / 


cense. He had none and became impy- 
dent, cursed the constable and defied him. 
The constable withdrew and obtained as- 
sistance. He returned with several white 
men, when the negro Lott rushed out 


and fired point blank into the crowd, kill- . 


ing Joe Seals and Charles Elliott. The 


whites returned the fire and killed Lott. . 


Then the negro preacher, named Connel- 
ly, rushed out of a house, gun in hand 
and attempted to shoot, when he wag 
killed. His daughter also was killed, it is 
said, accidentally. In the shooting which 


followed another white man was killed ° 


and E. H. Thompson wounded and seven 
or eight negroes killed. 

The shooting had no direct connection 
with the burning of the negro Morris in 
that section last week, but it is under- 
stood to be sequel to that tragic event. 
Since thaf time it is reported that the 
negroes have been holding nightly meet- 
ings, preparing to attack the whites.

NEGROES FORMED A PLOT 

TO AVENGE A LYNCHING 

New Orileans,La., October 28.—(Special.) 
Serious trouble between whites and ne- 
grees occurred at a negro camp meeting 
at Live Oak church, near Ballitown, La., 
in which nine negroes were burned of 
shot to death and two white men killed. 
The scene of the riot was very near the 
place where Bill Morris, a negro, was 
burned to death by a mob Wednesday. 
Considerable race bitterness has existed 
there in consequence and it probably 
played a prominent part tn today’s trou- 
ble. 

The immediate cause of the present 
trouble, however, is said to be due to the 
fact that Crea Lott, a prominent negro 
of Booth, La., was running a restau- 
rant and bar r: 
at Live Oak church, where a large num- 
ber of negroes were assembied. The

The firing was kept up for some time, 
when the posse retreated and informed 
the negroes that the only man they want- 
ed was Lott, and that he must be surren- 
dered. The negroes refused to surren- 
der him. when the constable set fire to 
Lott’s restaurant in order to dislodge 
him. 


NEGRO ATTACKED POSSE 
AND SHOT TWO MEN DEAD 
Lott rushed out with a double-barreled 
shotgun, emptying both barrels at the 
posse and killing Joe Seals, one of its 
members. Another negro witu Lott also 
fred, killing another member of the posse, 
ElNott by name. The posse kept up its 
firing, killing Lott instantly, blowing off 
his head. A negro preacher who rush- 
ed out of the church with a shotgun in 
his hand was also killed. The mob or 


posse then opened fire on the church 
and it was riddled by more than 2.000 
bullets. The negroes who were in and 
around it broke and ran. 

As soon as the smoke of battle cleared 


away an examination was made of the 
church and restaurant, it was 
found that there were nine dead negroes 
there, five men, including the preacher, 
three women, and one child. The women 
and children were in the restaurant and 
were burned beyond recognition by the 
fire which destroyed the building. An- 
other negro was found dead in the woods 
some distance off and probably died of 
wounds received in the fight. Some ten 
or twelve wounded negroes applied for 
assistance at neighboring houses. . 

There was some talk of punishing the 
negroes for the affair, but better counsel 
prevailed. Indeed, it would have been dif- 
ficult to punish them, as there is hardly 
a negro to be found in the eastern part 
of Washington parish today, many having 
fled over into Mississippi and others be- 
ing in hiding. Sheriff Simmons tele- 
graphed to Governor Heard today that 
he was unable to keep the peace and 
asked for a company of militia.

Fred Chase, of Beaumont, Tex., famed 
for its oil gushers, is in the city in the 
interest of the Seaboard Oi] Company, 
of Galveston and Beaumont. Mr. Chase 
is here to dispose of the stock o: his 
company, the Seaboard people now hav- 
ing in their possession prospective oil 
property for which they paid more than 
$175,000 in cash. 

Mr. Chase spoke interestingly yesterday 
re:ative to Beaumont and its wonderful 
deposits of ofl. Referring to the latter, 
he said that recently C. F. Lufkin, who 
attends to the leasing of all oil lands 
for the Standard Oil Company and who 
is an expert geologist, after making a 
careful investigation of the Beaumont 
gsushers known as Spindle Top Heights, 
declared there was contained in them 
enough oil to fire every factory, locomo- 
tive and cooking stove in the world for 
a long time. 

“The supply,’’ said Mr. Chase, “‘is seem- 

ingly inexhaustible. Since the gushers 
were discovered on the 10th of last Jan- 
uary over 5,000,000 barrels of oil have been 
taken out, and seventy-nine gushers have 
been ‘brought in.’ 
“It is hardly possible,’’ Mr. Chase con- 
tinued, ‘‘for one who is unfamiliar with 
this oil section to realize its wonders. 
This particular location*is also rich in 
deposits of sulphur, but because of the 
depth of the deposits and the fact that 
to mine for the sulphur might endanger 
the working out of the oil, it is consid- 
ered impracticable to make attempt to 
take it out.’’

Returning some time 
after, when the oll fever was at its height, 
the old negro was met at the outskirts 
of the town by a capitalist who was de- 
sirous of purchasing this particular plece 
of land, formerly a barren cow patch 
but then the prospective site of limit- 
less wéalth. 

After a few introductory remarks, the 
capitalist: offered the old negro $70,000 for 
the piece of land. The offer was accepted 
and a paper already prepared produced, 
deeding the property to the purchaser. 

Proceeding on his way after the sale 
had been closed, the negro was accosted 
by a second would-be purchaser, who, 
after learning that the property had been 
sold, produced a deed ready for signa- 
ture, which he proceeded to tear into 
pieces, remarking the while, ‘I was go- 
ing to offer you $200,000 for that land of 
yours,”’

Questions Schley Closely in Regard 
to Plan of Battle and Naval 
Regulations—Court Finally 
Restricts Questions of 
Lemly.

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1an-of-war as shown by the Brook- 
—f "le and eleared for action, what 
orders had been issued in conformity 
with the provisions of the regulation? 

“I should not think any instructions 
would be necessary for a fleet meeting a 
single vessel except to smash her up. 

At this point Mr. Raynor, addressing 
himself to Captain Lemly, said he did not 
want to object to this line of questioning, 
but that there was no specification that 


called for it. 

“I wish to submit to the judge advo- 
cate, as well as to the court,” he said, 
“that here is a section of the naval regu- 
lations which. says, ‘rie shall, if possible, 
before going into action, prepare every 
captain with a plan of battle, and assign 
thereon the position each shall occupy. 
There is no specification here that he has 
disobeyed any regulation of the navy. 4 
am confident that if he had disobeyed 
them they would have been in the speci- 
fication, because they include almost ev- 
erything in relation to the whole contro- 
versy. I do not see the word ‘written 
instruction in any of them. I suppose 
there must be some discretion left to a 
man in command of a fleet. Admiral 
Schley could not supply a plan of battle 
at Key West or at Cienfuegos that took 
place before Santiago. When was the 
time to supply it? He could not supply it 
it on July , He had no right to supply 
it. There was not a moment of time be- 
tween June 1 and July 3 that he had a 
right to supply any plan of action. That 
is the point I wish to make.” 

Mr. Raynor sald tnat the question of 
naval regulations had not been brought to 
the attention of Admiral Schley: that they 
had no opportunity to go into it. 

‘T -think,”’ he said, “that ‘follow the 
flag’ is an order of battle. How often has 
the signal ‘follow the flag’ been given? 
The only signal Nelson ever gave at 
Trafalgar was that ‘England expects ev- 
ery man to do his duty.’ ”’ 

Captain Lemly asked Mr. Raynor if he 
was confining himself to July 3, in regard 
to the plan of battle? 

“What order,” asked Mr. Raynor, ‘‘could 
Admiral Schley have given between July 
l and July 3?’’ 


POINT MADE BY RAYNOR .. 
IS SUSTAINED BY COURT 


“He was going out to meet the enemy,’ 
said Captain Lemly, ‘‘and we contgad that 
under those circumstances he should have 
had a prescribed alternative order of bat- 
tle. This whole matter has. gone right 
through the entire proceedings as to 
whether he had a prescribed order of bat- 
tle in writing and distributed to the fleet 
under his command, and it belongs to that 
clause of the precept, ‘conduct during the 
Santiago campaign.’ "’ 

The court retired for consultation. Up- 
on returning Admiral Dewey stated their 
decision as follows: 

“The court decides that all questions 
to be asked of the applicant shall be con- 
fined to between May 19 and June 1, re- 
lating to the organfzation, management 
and control of that squadron when he was 
actually commander in chief.” 

The judge advocate then asked the wit- 
ress whether between the dates to which 
the court had restricted the examination 
he had, according to article 271 of the reg- 
ulations, furnished each captain with a 
plan of battle.

This he did, read- 
ing as follows:

Admiral Schley explained 
that the ships were cleared for action 
practically all the time, but that there 
was always a certain amount of parapher- 
nalia aboard the ships to prevent persons 
falling overboard, or awnings, which had 
to be removed, and that that was what 
he had in mind when he’ signaled to 
“Clear ship for action.’’ 

“Was the closer blockade at Cienfuegos 
or Santiago?’ 

“I think at Cienfuegos. There we were 
from three to four miles off; at Santiago 
we were from three and a half to five 
and a half miles; closer at both places at 
night.’’ , 

“At Cienfuegos did you issue any plan 
of battle in case the Spanish fleet should 
attempt to enter or come out?’ ; 

“‘No. I should have relied upon signals.”’ 

“You stated in one of your reports 
that while lying off Cienfuegos you feign- 
ed disorder in the squadron in the hope 
that the Spanish fleet would come out. 
Did you inform the captains of the squad- 
ron of this ruse?’ 

“No, I think not. T talked with some 
of those aboard the Brooklyn about it.’”’ 

After the noon recess the judge advo- 
cate asked the witness about the time of 
the receipt of the ‘“‘Dear Schley’ letter.

SCHLEY WATCHED COAST 
WHILE OFF CIENFUEGOS 


‘Had you sent out a boat?” 

“I had not, largely because of the surf, 
which made it hazardous.” 

In reply to questions from Captain Lem- 
ly, Admiral Schley said that on May 22 
he had gone in near enough to the shore 
at Cienfuegos to see things distinctly on 
the shore. 

“Were there anything to prevent your 
going nearer shore?” 

*“‘Nothing except that the land was very 
low and did not give room to maneuver.” 

“Did you make any effort to communi- 
cate with the insurgents on May 23 or 
May 24 before the arrival of the Marble- 
head ?"’ 

“No. I sent the Marblehead into the 
harbor. I regarded that as the best 
method for ascertaining whether the fleet 
was inside.’’ 

“When Capfain McCalla gave you the 
information with regard to Spanish fleet 
not beirig in Cienfuegos did you deter- 
mine to leave for Santiago that day”’ 

“I think I did. That is my impression. 
I remember to have sent a dispatch in 
which I said that I might leave in the 
morning. I had in view at that time, the 
return of the Scorpion, which I sent east, 
feeling that she might bring me some 
necessary information.”’ 

Captain Lemly here introduced two dis- 
patches, dated May 24, in which Admiral 
Schley s@id he. would proceed eastward 
the next day. 

Closing his testimony for the day, Ad- 
miral Schley said he had anticipated diffi- 
culties in coaling at Santiago. 

COULD NOT MAKE HASTE 
BECAUSE OF THE COLLIERS 


‘You anticipated difficulty then in coal- 
ing at Santiago?’ 

“Undoubtedly. In June we coaled con- 
siderably there, but on one occasion we 
cast off after coaling, for an hoyr or so. 
As our experience, increased we got on 
better, and furthermore, the later colliers 
were better arranged than the former. 
After our arrival at Cienfuegos on the 
27th and 28th some vessels coaled, also 
on the 31e¢t but I do not recall about the 
29th and 30th.”’ 

In reply to questions Admiral Schley 
said the scout boats depended on the col- 
liers to supply them with coal; that he 
detached the Eagle because she was im- 
pedimenta; that he did not take the 
Eagle, Vixen and Merrimac in tow and 
push on to Santiago because at 10 knots 
the auxiliaries would have towed under: 
that he did not abandon them and push 
on with his fighting force to Santiago be- 
cause that would have been poor military 
policy; that he did not remember mega- 
phoning a message about going to Gon- 
aives bay; that he had asked for colliers 
with the intention of coaling a ship or 
two at a time of the Gonaives bay coast 
outside the marine limit. 

Captain Lemly: “Then you could coal 
at Gonaives?” 

“That is a mere play upon words be- 
tween the ‘port’ and the ‘coast.’ ”’ 

The admiral further said that he had 
said nothing in his dispatch of May 20 
about taking one vessel at a time to Haiti 
to coal. 

“That goes without saying, because 
when one is blockading a port he could 
not entirély abandon it and take all his 
ships away to coal them at one time. Evi- 
dently one vessel would have been taken 
away at a time for coaling purposes.” 

Then at 4 o'clock the court adjourned. 


HE SERVED UNDER SCHLEY. 


Engineer Williamson, of the ‘‘Rover,”’ 
Holds Up for the Admiral. 

' Dublin, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)—En- 
gineer Charles A. Williamson, of Savan- 
nah, who has been connected with the 
Rover since that steamer was placed in 
commission, claims to have served under 
Admiral Schley for a number of months 
as assistant engineer. He states that he 
was with the flying squadron during the 
Santiago campaign, but took no part in 
the naval battle, having previously been 
sent away in one of the steam launches 
to carry dispatches. 

Mr. Williamson is an admirer of Ad- 
miral Schley and is taking an interest 
in the court of inquiry now in session 
in Washington. He characterizes the 
court as a “humbug.”’ He thinks that 
Sempson should be given credit for plan- 
ning the battle and Schley credit for exe- 
cuting it and destroying the fleet. In 
fact, like Schley, he thinks there was 
glory. enough to go around. 

Mr. Williamson will only be connected 
with the Rover until the affairs of that 
steamer get in good running order.

The prisoner suffered no loss of appe- 
tite and during the day ate the usual 
allowance of food given to prisoners. 
Throughout hia entire confinement he 
has had a good appetite, and his phys- 
ical condition has been excellent. He 
weighs about 1%™pounds, which was 
thought to represent a slight gain since 
his arrest. 

Walter N. Thayer, former warden of 
Dannemora prison, who was requested 
by Superintendent Collins to Assist and 
advise Warden Mead during the execu- 
tion, arrived today. While he was in- 
specting the death chamber and chair, 
Electrician Davis again lifted the switch 
and sent the electric current through it 
in final test. Davis also placed new 
sponges on the head and leg electrodes. 
Late in the afternoon the autopsy table 
was wheeled into the room adjoining the 
death chamber. 

Under orders from the warden a coffin 
was also prepared. The latter is of plain 
pine, stained black. 

Czolgosz will be dressed in a very sim- 
ple manner for the execution, a pair of 
black trousers, a “loose gray shirt and a 
pair of gray socks completing the outfit. 
He will wear no undergarments and no 
shoes. The left leg of the trousers will 
be slit at the bottom to pérmit the free 
adjustment of the electrode, and the shirt 
will be open at the neck so the doctors 
can take the heart count if there should 
be any after the current is passed 
through the body. 


CZOLGOSZ FAMILY CARELESS. 


No Concern Manifested Over Fate of 
the Assassin. 

Cleveland, Ohio, October 28.—The mem- 
bers of the family of Leon F. Czolgosz 
who are in this city show as little con- 
cern over the fate of their son and broth- 
er as if he bore no relation whatever to 
them. Their seeming indifference is re- 
markable. The father of the assassin was 
dcwn town tonight in conference with 
Chief of Police Corner, but the purpose 
of the conference could not be learned. 
/' That the elder Czolgosz has become en- 
tirely indifferent as to the fate of his son 
or else does not realize the terrible pen- 
alty that he must undergo is very evi- 
dent. 

An incident that happened while on his 
way to his home in the Polish district 
this evening is of interest. A little news- 
boy hopped on to the car and cried out 
the evening papers featuring as an in- 
ducement to buy the electrocution of 
Leon Czolgosz in Auburn prison tomor- 
row. He spoke directly to the old man, 
but if he understood he showed not the 
ieast consciousness that the matter in 
any way concerned him. He simply 
stared into space, and it is only fair to 
assume that the words of the newsboy 
were not. understood, Czolgosz not being 
very familiar with the English language, 
grasping the most ordinary words only 
after much difficulty. 

When he arrived at his home the fam- 
ily had gone to bed and had to be aroused 
that the father might be admitted. 

No word, other than a telegr-m asking 
for $35, was received by the family today 
from the brother, Waldeck, and his broth- 
er in law, Bandowski, who are in Auburn, 
and the statement was made that these 
two men would probably leave Auburn 
for Cleveland Wednesday or Thursday. 

The assassin’s father, a younger broth- 
er and perhaps two of his sisters will be 
in the Cleveland office of the Associated 
Press tomorrow morning and will there 
learn of the carrying out of the law. 


MANAGER OF CREMATORY 
REFUSES TO BURN BODY

ticn. Today Mr. Brady telephoned to the 
cffice of the cremation company asking 
to- have the crematory reserved for Wed- 
nesday for the cremation of Czolgosz’s 
body. Later the cremation company ask- 
ed Mr. Brady to call, which he did, and 
Secretary Metcalfe informed him that 
they would not permit the body of .the 
aseassin to be cremated there. Mr. Brady 
then sent the following telegram to Un- 
dertaker Cameron: 

‘Buffalo Cremation Company refuse to 
cremate the remains of the assassin of 
the president.”

Washington, October 
General Miles, in his annual report, gives 
the total strength of the army at the 
present time at 84,513, of which number 
33,874 are in the United States, 43,239 in 
the Philippines, 4,914 in Cuba and the 
remainder, in small detachments, 
in Porto Rico, Hawaii, China and Alaska. 
He sfys it is expected that the force In 
Cuba will be very much reduced and 
hopes that the force in the Philippines 
can also be reduced. 

General Miles does not approve of the 
present organization of the -artillery 
corps, saying that it establishes another 
bureau in Washington. He believes in 
the former regimental organization. 
Speaking of the army canteen, which is 
abolished by the army reorganization law, 
he says that no injury has resulted, and 
in the main the law has been beneficial. 
General Miles states his objection to the 


management of military affairs in the 
war department in the following lan- 
guace: 


“The tendency has been to absorb and 
usurp the entire eonduct of the military 
establishment in the city of Washington 
and especially in the staff departments. 
This has been found most injurious in 
other armies, and is one of the principal 
defects in our own system. I recommend 
that decentralization be effected as far 
as possible, and that all proper and law- 
ful authority be restored to subordinate 
commanders who are provided with an 
efficient organization and who can be 
safely entrusted with responsibility for 
the efficient and faithful administration 
of military affairs commensurate with 
their important commands.”

CHARGES ARE NOT SUSTAINED. 


Grand Jury Makes Report After 


Thorough Investigation. 
Dublin, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)—The 
grand jury of Wilkinson county has vin- 
dicated the county board of education 
and the county school commissioner of 
that county for the manner in which the 
schools have been condutcted during the 
past few months. 

Several weeks ago several teachers of 
Wilkinson county had printed a circular 
in which the county board of education 
was incidentally and County School 
Commissicner Paul Duggan directly and 
severely criticised. The commissioner 
was charged with incompetency and with 
showing partiality. It was said by the 
teachers whose names appeared at the 
bottom of the circular that Commissioner 
Duggan did not possess sufficient educa- 
tional qualifications to be at the head of 
the schocls of the county, nor the ex- 
ecutive ability. The friends of the com- 
missioner refuted this statement and 
charged fhat Mr. Duggan was especial- 
ly vigilant in weeding out the incomp.- 
tent teachers of the county and those 
who failed to be given licenses to teach 
were the only ones disgruntled. 

Recently the grand jury of Wilkinson 
county was in session. In the present- 
ments, the administration of the school 
affairs by the school board and the com- 
missioner is approved. A ‘committee from 
the grand jury states that the financcs 
of the board are in excellent shape, over 
$5,000 being to the credit of the educa- 
tional fund of the county with the state 
treasurer.

CANDIDATES ARE ACTIVE 


Secretary of State and Treasurer Are 
Now Vacant, and Seven Aspi- 
rants Are Now Chasing 
the Voters of the

Jackson, Miss., October 28.—(Spectal.)— 
The special state election to fill the va- 
cancies in the offices of secretary of state 
and treasurer takes place one week from 
today and the seven candidates inf the 
field for the two offices are hard at 
work. As the day for the battle of bal- 
lots draws near there has been a decided 
awakening of interest in the campaign 
while a large vote has at no time 
been expected, the indications are that 
in the cities and towns the vote will 
be much larger than heretofore belHeved. 

Apparently there has been no change 
in the relative positions of the candi- 
dates for secretary of state, and the 
contest still bears the outward appear- 
ance of Power against the field with Quin 
and George close seconds. 

Reports received here are to the effect 
that the chances of Hon. M. M. Evans 
in the contest for treasurer have been 
somewhat brightened during the past 
two weeks, and many believe that he 
will give Hon. George W. Carlisle a 
rather close race. 

Weekly Crop Bulletin. 

The weekly crop bulletin for Mississipp! 
to be issued by the government bureau 
tomorrow is expected to show a decided 
improvement in prospects for the past 
week. The week has been ideal for pick- 
ing and mild temperature has greatly 
bettered the chances for an excellent 
vield from the late crop. 

A continuance of present weather con- 
ditions for two or three weeks longer 
will insure for Mississippi a crop fully 
equaling, if not surpassing, the highest 
record yet established. The fine weather 
has had the effett of clearly disproving 
the exaggerated reports of damage to 
the staple, and conservative cotton ex- 
perts are willing to concede for Missis- 
sippi a crop of between 1,300,000 and 1,500, - 
“0 bales. The latest reports from. the 
delta. where the bulk of the state crop 
is raised, are of a most cheerful nature, 
yreatly in contrast to the reports of 
several weeks ago. The area of short 
crop is confined chiefly to the hill coun- 
ties and prairie districts of the extreme 
northern and northeastern sections. 

Criminal Docket Taken Up. 

At its sitting today the supreme court 
of Mississippi took up the = criminal 
docket. which is the largest that has 
been filed with the tribunal for several 
years. The docket contains seventy-five 
cages, a number of which are of consid- 
erable importance and involve pecullar 
and interesting points of criminal law, 
especially those in the murder section. 
In only a few instances will any of the 
criminal cases be submitted on briefs, 
as it is the almost invariable custom of 
attorneys for appellants, particularly in 
murder cases, to deliver oral arguments, 
and Attorney General McClurg will be 
the busiest man in Mississippi for the 
next week. He has no assistance what- 
ever except where district attorneys vol- 
unteer to assist in prosecuting cases of 
exceptional note, and the task of deliv- 
ering oral arguments and also prepar- 
ing briefs for the criminal docket is al- 
most Herculean in proportions. 

Mississippi’s Good Roads. 

The executive committee of the Mis- 
sissippi Good Roads Association will 
meet in Jackson early next month for 
the purpose of framing a good roads 
law to be submitted to the next session 
of the legislature, and it is already ap- 
parent that there will be much contra- 
mety of opinion when this troublesome 
question is brought before the law- 
makers for settlement. The recent coun- 
ty convention of supervisors recom- 
mended that all existing road laws be 
repealed and each county be empowered 
to make its own laws, but it is extreme- 
ly unlikely that the Mississippi Good 
Roads Agsgociation will adopt this idea, 
as it is regarded as an impractical 
theory and a dangerous precedent to set 
on legislative matters. The idea of the 
association is to incorporate the best 
features of all the road laws of the 
country ipto one bill and present this 
measure to the legislature for passage.

JOHNSON SEES ROOSEVELT 


Georgia’s Leading Republican at the 
White House. 


THE FUTURE IS DISCUSSED 


President Has Not Yet Reached the 
Goober State in the Patronage 
Distribution. 


Washington, October  28.—(Special.)— 
Georgia politics was the subject of a 
short talk today between the president 
and Walter Johnson, chairman of the 
state republican committee of Georgia. 
Mr. Johnson's mission was to ascertain 
what disposition is to be made of the 
federal patronage in his state, under 
the new administration, and also 
whether the recommendations of the 
regular republican organization are to 
be considered. 

At present there are no important of- 
fices in Georgia under consideration, as 
the terms of the incumbents do not ex- 
pire for several months to come. The 
president is not anxious to take up the 
Georgia cases until the time arrives, as 
he has other more important matters 
to occupy his time.

Mr. Johnson, after leaving the white 
house, went to the postoffice department 
and made several recommendations for 
minor postal changes.

full moral. accountability of the accused, 
we feel that it is but proper and right to 
aay in connection with the announcement 
of this verdict that should developments 
in the future establish the fact that his 
mind is and has been’ unbalanced, our 
book of discipline makes provision where- 
by the conference will, when convinced 
of this fact, take such action as shall ex- 
culpate him from moral guilt and restore 
his name to the membership.of the con- 
ference.” 

Dr. Cherry was charged with arson and 
defrauding insurance companies. A resi- 
dence recently purchased at Mont Eagle 
and insured with a lot of expensive furni- 
ture was burned and investigation re- 
sulted in the discovery that the furniture 
consisted of several boxes of waste paper, 
laths and trash. The company refused to 
pay the claim and the policy was sur- 
rendered by Dr. Cherry. Further investi- 
gation of another fire at Estill Springs, 
by means of which Dr. Cherry had col- 
lected $1,250, led to Dr. Cherry’s returning 
this amount to the company from which 
he had received it. The last fire was 
traced to Dr. Cherry. His friends take 
the charitable view that he is unbal- 
anced mentally.

It developed that Parker had 
been here several days and had been 
arrested for vagrancy and served two 
days on the street cleaning force before 
a friend got hin out.

The Plant system has issued a circular 
giving information of stop-over privileges 
on winter tourist tickets at points on 
that system. Stop-overs will be allowed 
holders of winter tourist tickets at any 
point on the, Plant system within the 
state of Florida on either the going or 
return journey, within the final limit, 
May 31, 1902. Conductors in Florida will 
disregard the transit limit of tourist tick- 
ets and will honor the return portion 
without validation.

To Tax Adjusters. 

There is a significant hint to tax ad- 
justers in the report of the cenpus bif- 
reau relating to J2eorgia. 

It is shown that the state has made 
remarkable progress in manufactures 
during the past ten eyars. 

The capita. invested has increased 
58 per cent! 

The production has increased 55 per 
cent! 

Surely such a splendid report as 
this should furnish equal results from 
the large cities—Atlante, reaching 
over the South Atlantic states by rail; 
Macon, with roads in all directions; 
Augusta, with two states, a river and 
railways: Savannah, the head of three 
railroad and two steamship systems. 

Yet what do the figures say? 

The-e is a decrease in all four cities, 
“ranging from 4 per cet in Atlanta 
to over 36 per cent in Savannah.” 

Read the press dispatch: 

Washington, October 25.—A preliminary 
report on manufacturing industries of 
Georgia shows the state has 7,504 manu- 
facturing establishments, with an aggre- 
gate capital of $106,648,677 in manufac- 
tured products, including repair and cus- 
tom work. The capital invested has in- 
creased almost 58 per cent and produc- 
tion almost 55 per cent since 1890. In the 
four cities separately returned the capi- 
tal invested and value of products re- 
spectively are: 

Atlanta, $16,085,114 and $16,721,899. 
Augusta, $9,016,619 and $10,698,770. 
Macon, $5,076,055 and $6,485,767. 
Savannah, $5,716,491 and $6,461,816. 

The number of establishments shows 42 
decrease in all four cities, ranging from 
almost 4 per cent in Atlanta to over 30 
per cent in Savannah. 

Why be at a loss for the explana- 
tion? When county commissioners 
and city cc :ncils insist upon running 
up a tax rate which, united with that 
of the state, cancels the average earn- 
ing power of money, is it any wonder 
that the man with money to invest 
“moves down the road,” or that the 
man with a factory located, changes 
his plant to an adjoining county? 

If the men who fix the tax rate 
would think a little they might see 
that it dee. rot do to choke enterprise 
to death.

The Lesson of Today. 
The last act in the life of the mis- 
erable man whose life will be the for- 
feit will take place today. 
In the columns that have been writ- 
ten in regard to the culprit and his 
crime, the case has not been so well 
expressed as in one paragraph in The 
Savannah News. ‘He was an idle fel- 
low, and consorted with dissolute 
company. His father could not make 
him work, nor would he work of his 
own volition.” How he spent his time 
in complaining about the ills of the 
poor and the arrogance of the rich Is 
dwelt upon: 
He fancied himself badly used becaus-s 
he also was not rich, notwithstanding he 
made no effort to improve his condition. 
The haraneues of the Goldman woman 
finally induced -in him the belief that 
government was wrong and that all 
heads of zovernments should be “re- 
moved.”” The underlying idea in it all, 
of course, Was that in a possible uphvav- 
al brought about by the death of the 
head of government there might some- 
thing accrue to the advantage of the 
non-workers, they having all to gain and 
nothing to lose. Czolgosz was morbid, 
but not insane. Before shooting the 
president he understood very well the 
nature of the crime he contemplated ani 
what the consequences of it would be, 
but his morbidity and the hope of becom- 
ing a hero in the eyes of Emma Goldman 
and others of her class was sufficient to 
carry him through. It was a case of a 
weak, -idle young ne’er-do-well pursuing 
his folly te the last extremity. 
The lesson should be a warning to 
the idle. The shiftless man with noth- 
ing to do, and always refusing to 
work, is a constant menace. He is 
not only a drone upon those who do 
work, but spends his time plotting 
evil against others. Czolgosz became 
prominem because of the high mark 
at which he shot, but the country is 
full of men like him, doing equally as 
bad within their narrow circle. 
A locking up of the idlers would be 
the best way in which to reach all real 
anarchists.

Unique Story of Roosevelt’s Defense 
of the South. 

Editor Constitution: I cannot too cor- 
dially indorse the substance of the com- 
munication of Mr. Julius Brown in your 
istue of Monday, 28th instant. The arti- 
cle in question is but an elaboration of 
the admirable judicial attitude assumed 
by The Constitution at the outset of this 
controversy relative to the negro ‘‘dining” 
at the white house. 

The following club story from the north 
will serve to shed light upon the rather 
unique character of our president: 
| Mr. Roosevelt was dining at the club 

(in Washington, I think) when, after the 
conclusion of the meal, the conversation 
turned on southern affairs. An officer 
of the army or navy was very offenh- 
sive in his reference to the southern peo- 
ple, plentifully interlarding his remarks 
with the word “traitor.’’ 

Mr. Roosevelt listened a little impa- 
tiently but courteously until an opportu- 
nity occurred and then remarked: ~‘‘Par- 
don me, sir. I am, as you well know, a 
republican and on your side of this ques- 
tion; but if'I were to call upon you to 
prove that southern men who fought and 
died for what they believed to be right 
were ‘traitors,’ I think you would find it 
difficult to do so.”’ 

The officer replied that “of all men he 
was surprised to find Mr. Roosevelt an 
apologist for traitors.’ 

Said Mr. Roosevelt: “I distinctly repu- 
diate the title for southerners. Moreover, 
sir; I thought my previous remark would 
give you a courteous hint that the use of 
the word ‘traitor’ in my presence was 
distinctly distasteful to me.” 

Nettled somewhat by opposition from 
so unexpected a quarter the officer re- 
plied, using again the opprobious term. 

A little lightning flashed through the 

spectacles of the ‘“‘Rough Rider,” follow- 
ed by a quick motion of his strong right 
arm and the officer measured his length 
on the floor. 
I was not present at the time of this 
occurrence, but from my knowledge of 
the charaicter of the man and the cir- 
cumstances attending it, I believe it to 
be true. 


It shows that Mr. Roosevelt can be 
equally emphatic on the southern side 
of these sectional issues.

Condition Inside Car Shed Yes- 
lerday More Intolerable 
Than Ever Before, 


NOONE WAS KILLED 
HM CRUSH OF THE OM 


Fair College Girls, on Incoming 
Trains, Sujected to Inconve- 
mience in the Exit and 
Threatened with Menace 
to Their Lives. 


Monday, the beginning of a -work-a-day 
week, found the Dingy Depot in the same 
condition as it was the day before—and 
for that matter, in the same fix it has 
been since the time when the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant runneth not to the 
contrary! 

Not the same condition either; for while 
the general grime and gloom and grew- 
some aspects were present, the place was 
filled to overflowing from early morning 
until late at night with a much larger 
crowd than the day previous. Consequent- 
ly the suffering and discomfort was 
greater. 

But the question of comparing one day 
with another is a farfetched point. Ac- 
tual conditions of the depot remain the 
same. The general dirtiness, dinginess 
end utter state of dilapidation do not 
change from one day to another.

In sunshine or rain the ramshackle old 
structure is equally inadequate. It is sim- 
ply the question of crowds that brings 
cut these conditions in boldish relief. 

It’s an old subject—the depot! But for 
that matter so are the pyramids old, and 
likewise the desolate ruins of the Par- 
thenon ancient. This fact does not make 
either subject less a matter of interest. 
Phe riddle of the sphynx is no nearer so0- 
lution as the years increase. Nor, by the 
same token, does public interest and in- 
dignation grow less with the growing 
years which fall with relentless hand on 
the aged and battered timbers of the 
time-honored depot. And time is its only 
honor. It is simply a landmark; a point 
of comparison by which progress is mark- 
ed. Marked, yes, and checked! For the 
depot is a perpetual stumbling block in 
the way of progressiveness. With that 
cne single obstacle removed there ifs ab- 
solutely no telling what wonders would 
be worked in the way of increased travel 
and population. 

‘The Usual Large Crowd. 

There was a large crowd at the depot 
yesterday. Incoming trains brought hun- 
dreds of school girls and other visitors to 
hear the grand opefa. Many of these 
had not seen the depot before in years. 
They found no changés. Its familiar form 
loomed up like the charred ruin of medie- 
val days. The noisome sounds, the foul 
odors and general air of gloom greeted 
them as old and unwelcome friends! 

The contrast between the daintily 
gowned girls and the dingy depot was 
startling. A queen of the May in the 
Slough of Despond would not have pre- 
sented a more incongruous and inappro- 

riate aspect than one of these sweet- 
aced girls from boarding school, mysti- 
fied in the maze of greasy tracks, vainly 
seeking to escape to the outer air. No 
cne killed! 

And here comes the real news feature 
of this story—the only good thing about 
en otherwise cheerless situation: 

No one was killed! 

Providence is certainly doing its full 
part by Atlanta. But this good luck can- 
not keep up always. An accidental death 
is only a matter of time!

PEDESTRIANS GROAN 
AT DEPOT BLOCKADE 


Recorder Broyles Fined Switch 
Engine Crew for Blocking 
Two Streets

PRYOR AND LOYD STREETS 
CLOSED FOR HALF HOUR 


Condition of Streets at Moth Ends of 
Depot on Friday Afternoon 
Brings Serious Reprimand 
from City Recorder 
Broyles. 


On Friday afternoon a train consisting 
of twenty-five cars blocked the White- 
hall and Central avenue crossing, at 
both ends of the car shed, for half an 
hour. 

If there had been any more available 
streets, they, too, would have been 
blocked for the same length of time. 

During this time hundreds of pedes- 
trians were compelled to walk around 
the side streets up to the viaduct in 
order to reach Decatur street. 

This fact was brought out in police 
court yesterday afternoon when Judge 
Nash Broyles fined J. W. Hamilton, @ 
conductor, and W. P. Thompson, an en- 
gineer, in charge of the train, $25.75. 

The technical charge was one which 
has caused the citizens of Atlanta un- 


told trouble and annoyance in the past, 


but the blocking of streets has continued 
in spite of a well defined ordinance 
which makes such an act a violation of 
law punishable by fine. 

The general effect of the evidence was 
to show the total inadequacy of the 
trackage entering into the depot and to 
bring out in bold relief the meager facill- 
ties of the depot itself. 

Hamilton and Thompson head the crew 
of a switch engine and the _ evidence 
showed that about 5 o’clock Friday af- 
ternoon the engine pulled a long line of 
freight cars across both crossings. It 
was stated that twelve cars and an en- 
gine will block the Whitehall and Pryor 
streets and Central avenue crossings. 

Helped To Clear Crossings. 

The arrests were made by Officers Holt 
and Chandler and their evidence showed 
that the train was on the crossings GF 
about’ half an hour, although it was 
cut in two during that time. It was 
testified that the crossings were blocked 
for about fifteen minutes at a time. Ham- 
ilton was charged with violating. section 
1361 of the city code. 

Thompson was charged with moving 
his train across the crossings while a 
Western and Atlantic passenger train 
was backing into the depot. 

Officer Holt stated that he had assisted 
the conductor in uncoupling the cars, so 
as to open the crossing, in. order to 
avoid having to make a case.

En- 
gineer Thompson stated that he did not 
see the Western and Atlantic train when 
he pulled across the crossing. 

Addressing himself to the two defend- 
ants, Recorder Broyles said: 

“You had no business to run such a 
long train over those crossings. You 
must not run long trains there unless 
you can get them across without caus- 
ing such a blockade. Just think of the 
people you stopped there Friday after- 
noon. Such a condition cannot be tol- 
erated. I will impose a fine of $25 and 
costs In each case, and if these same 
men come here again I will give them 
the limit.’’

Reported Conversation.

But if for 
any reason you decide not to run, then 1 
will make the race myself.” 

Mr. Smith then and there expressed a 
determination to run in the event Mr.

He says 
he did not want to make the case until 
he was forced to do so. Conductor Ham- 
ilton said that he had done all in his 
power to get the crossing open, but that 
his train was blocked at both ends and 
that this prevented his moving it. En- 
gineer Thompson stated that he did not 
see the Western and Atlantic train when 
he pulled across the crossing. 

Addressing himself to the two defend- 
ants, Recorder Broyles sald: 

“You had no business to run such a 
long train over those crossings. You 
must not run long trains there unless 
you can get them across without caus- 
ing such a blockade. Just think of the 
people you stopped there Friday after- 
noon. Such a condition cannot be tol- 
erated. I will impose a fine of $25 and 
costs in each case, and if these same 
men come here again I will give them 
the limit.”’

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NEGRO BURGLAR 
CBTS LONG TERM 


Cliff Shaw Sentenced to Thirty Years 
in the Penitentiary. 


MANY NEGROES ARE TRIED 


Judge Candler Disposed of Twenty- 
Four Cases in the Criminal 
Branch of the Superior Court 
Yesterday—Docket Is 
a Large One. 


Cliff Shaw, colored, will doubtless spend 
the remainder of his days in the peniten- 
tiary. He pleaded guilty to three charges 
of burglary before Judge Candler in the 
criminal branch of the superior court 
vesterday and was sent up for ten years 
in each case. In May he finished serving 
a ten-years’ sentence for burglary and 
can now look forward to thirty years at 
hard labor for having committed a simi- 
lar offense. , 

In all there were ‘seven Cases against 


him. He was charged with burglariing 
the house of Oscar Ray and securing 
clothing valued at $3, of robbing the 


home of R. T. Pace of $200 worth of jewel- 
of securing a bed room set and 
clothing valued at $120 at the home of 
Charles E. Johnson. 

Judge Candler set the pace by disposing 
of twenty-four cases during the day. 

A number of important and interesting 
cases are yet to be tried and the week in 
the criminal branch will be a busy one. 

Many Cases Disposed Of. 

John Bailey, colored, was found guilty 
in three cases—one of burglary, another 
of carrying concealed weapons and a 
third of larceny from the house. In the 
two felony cases the jury recommended 
that he be punished as for misdemeanors. 
He was sentenced to three years on the 
public works—one year for each offense. 

Newt Malone, colored, was found guilty 
of simple larceny in three cases and went 
to the public works for two years—eight 
motiths in each case. };Oscar Hall, color- 
ed, was sent up for five years, having 
been found guilty of burglary. Charley 
Brown was found guilty of burglary, but 
with the recommendation that it be treat- 
ed as a misdemeanor, and he was gent to 
the public works for twelve months. 

Eugene Bell, colored, was found guilty 
of burglary and was sent up tor five 
years. John Pope, colored, was also found 
guilty of the same offense, but the jury 
recommended that he be sentenced as for 
a misdemeanor. He was sent to the pub- 
lic works for twelve months. Robert Ro- 
land, colored, was declared nat guilty of 
burglary. 

In the ease of Will Robinson, colored, 
charged with burglary, a verdict of not 
guilty was directed by the court. Ike 
Davis and Sam Farrow, both negroes, 
were found guilty of larceny from the 
house and were each sentenced to twelve 
months on the public works. Court ad- 
journed after all the evidence had been 
introduced in the cases of burglary 
against John Johnson, Will Landrum, 
Tom Cleveland and Otis Maloy, all ne- 
groes. The verdict will be read in court 
this morning. . :

BIG CHANGES IN 
MILITARY LAWS 


Bill To Be Introduced Today Prepared 
by Special Comittee. 


MESSAGE TO ACCOMPANY IT 


Under the Bill the Offices of Ad- 
jutant Generei and 
General Are Consolidated. 


Armory Property Exempt 


A bill, the effect of which will be to 
radically modify’ and improve the ex- 
isting military laws of Georgia, will be 
sent to the house and senate today, ac- 
companied by a message of recommenda- 
tion from Governor Candler. 

The bi was prepared by George M. 
Napier, judge advocate of the state; 
Colonel W. E. Wooten, of the Fourth 
regiment, and Colonel A. R. Lawton, re- 


tired. ’ 

The general effect of the bill will be 
to make the military laws of Georgia 
more coherent, consistent and better 
adapted to modern conditions. 

The principal change sought in the Dill 
will be the consolidation of the positions 
of adjutant general and inspector gen- 
eral. Under the present law the adju- 
tant general, as such, receives no salary 
from the military fund. As ex-officio 
keeper of grounds and buildings, how- 
ever, he receives $1,800 a year, which is 
paid out of the building fund of the 
state. If the new bi becomes a. law, 
the adjutant and inspector genera! will 
receive $1,800 from the military fund, 
and will be provided with an assistant 
with the rank of captain, who will have 
command of the State House guards, 
and who will receive a salary of $1,200. 
In addition, the latter will serve as 
keeper of buildings and grounds, and 
his salary will come out of the public 
building fund. 

The old military laws now in force 
were drafted by a regular army officer 
and, while well adapted to the purposes 
of a regular army, were entirely too 
cumbersome to suit the condition of the 
state militia. 


Resume of Bill. 

The new bill will be resdily under- 
stood by officers of the state, and, it 
is thought, will greatiy saimplify§ the 
present perplexed condition in Georgia, 
Followjng is given a resume of the Dill 
with all the salient points set forth: 

In section 6 it is provided that the land 
forces shall consist of not exceeding 
sixty companies of infantry, white, and 
seven companies of infantry, colored; 
twelve troops of cavalry, white; five 
companies of heavy artillery, which 
shall be armed and equipped as infan- 
try, and two light batteries of artillery, 
white; one light battery of artillery, 
colored; a band of music to each regi- 
ment of infantry and cavalry; hospital 
corps, governor's staff and retired offi- 
cers. ower is given the governor in 
case of war, invasion or riot to increase 
said forces as the occasion may demand. 

Section 10 provides that in time of 
peace the naval forces shall consist of 
a na@val battalion of three divisions of 
naval artillery and one nayal torpedvu 
division, and section 11 provides that 
the battalion shall have but one HMeuten- 
ant eOmmander. , 

Section 12 provides for an engineers’ 
division when a slip is on station. This 
division shall consist of a chief en- 
gineer with rank of lieutenant, junior 
grade; two assistant engineers with the 
rank of ensign, and five machinists, four 
Oilers and four water tenders, without 
rank. , 

All commissioned officers of the land 
forces not provided for in the bill shall 
be honorably mustered out of the ser- 
vice within sixty days after its passage. 
It is provided in this section, however 
that all members of the governor's staff 
not provided for shall continue in office 
until the expiration of the term of the 
present governor, and such naval offi- 
cers as are not provided for shail not 
be commissioned after the expiration of 
the commissions of the present officers. 

Section 16 makes sixteen years the age 
under which no. person may be enrolled 
in the servige of the state, and also 
provides that every company and regi- 
ment must be composed of men of the 
same race and color. 

In section 20 it is provided that any 
person, not duly authorized, who wears 
the uniform of any officer or enlist- 
ed man in the military force, or any 
uniform similar in appearance shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, except those 
authorized to wear the uniform of the 
United States army or that of other state 
troops. 

Every officer and enlisted man shall be 
exempt from road duty and street tax 
while in active service. Fifteen jury ex- 
emptions are allowed each company, to 
be sold to citizens, as under the old law. 
In section 28 it is provided that the 
commissions of all officers now in com- 
mission shall expire three years from 
the date of their issuance, while the come 
missions of those hereafter elected or 
appointed shall continue during good be- 
havior. 

The following per diems are allowed 
officers and enlisted men for actual ser- 
vice on riot duty or whenever they are 
called into the active service of the state: 
Colofiels, Meutenant colonels and majors, 

; captains, $3; lieutenants, $2: first ser- 
geants and all non-commissioned officers, 
$1.50, and all privates $1. Officers and 
men of the naval force are to receive 
such pay as is allowed men of the same 
grade in the United States army. 


Exempt from Taxation. 


The act provides in section 43 that every 
armory in the state owned and occupied 
by any command of the military force 
shall be public property, and while oc- 
cupied the armory and the land upon 
which it is situated shall be exempt from 
any taxation, state, county or municipal. 
The adjutant general is reyuired to see 
that all such armories are kept in ger- 
viceabie condition. It is further provwNled 
that all rents or income of such armories, 
shall be the property of the command 
owning the game. 

Tn section 67 it is provided that all 
moneys collected for fines and forfeitures 
imposed by courts martial shall be kept 
as a separate fund called the military 
fund and shall not be paid out for any

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, wants the 
commissioners elected by the people, and 
introduced a bill to that effect. The only 
change in the law. contemplated by his 
bill is to make them elective by the peo- 
ple instead of having them appointed by 
the governor. 

Several measures were introduced frelat- 
ing to the sessions of the legislature. 
Messrs. Park and Boswell, of Greene, put 
in a bill providing for biennial sessions of 
sixty days instead of annual sessions’ of 
fifty days each. Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, 
introduced a bill to have the sessions be- 
gin the fourth Wednesday in June, in- 
Stead of the fourth Wednesday in Octo- 
ber, while Mr. Brewton, of Tattnall, is 
the author of a measure providing that 
Sundays and other days on which the 
legislature is not in session shall not be 
counted in the legal period of fifty days. 
All of these measures provide for consti- 
tutional changes,- and anything done will 
have to be submitted to the people. 

Mr. Deal, of Bulloch, introduced a bill 
to make vote buying and vote selling 
in any legal election or in any primary 
election in the state a misdemeanor. This 
bill comes up because of the discovery 
at the time of a recent primary in Chat- 
ham county that there is no law on ther 
Statute books to prevent bribery in pri- 
mary elections. 

Mr. Houston, of Fulton, introduced an- 
other child labor bill, and also his meas- 
ure which has been frequently mention- 
ed, to create a bureau of labor and tn- 
dustrial statistics, with a commissioner 
in charge, the bureau to be connected 
w.th the department of agriculture.
